Claims 1-5, 8-19, 21 and 23-29 have been canceled.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicants have limited the compounds to be clearly demarcated from those known in the 
art and US 2004/0186135 (see the claims). The claimed compounds are evidenced by 
Bourdonnec et al. to have opioid receptor binding (p.4460) similar to those opioid antagonists 
having activity in treating impotence (see Yonezawa et al. or Champion et al.), see specification 
page 15 lines 10-15, p. 8 lines 5-10. Claims 6, 7, 20 and 30 are allowed.
